‘MARRYING | AMONG ‘THE ‘SAINTS. 

In our ministry among the Saints in these 11. we sometimes hie « 8 
to refer to the subject of young members of the Church entering into the 
marriage state. In giving expression to some of our views on so important 
and interesting a topic, we state, as a general proposition, that it is contraty 
to the letter and spirit of the Gospel for a young man or young woman in the 
Church to pay or receive addresses to or from any person belonging to * 
sex opposite their own who has not obeyed the truth. 

It frequently happens that this Gospel, which has been revealed fiom 
heaven and is being preached for the last time, catches one of a family. Per- 
haps that one may be the wife and mother, while her partner in life may. not 
only refuse to obey the divine message, but be bitterly. opposed to it, and may 
even viciously persecute the woman whom he should love and cherish. Or it 
may be the husband who obeys and the wife who opposes and ‘persecutes. 
And if there be children, they are almost sure to be divided also, and thus is 
Presented the sorry spectacle of a “house divided against itself.“ In such 
case, however, the persecuted one is possessed of the comforting assurance 
that what he or she endures is for the truth’s sake. The Gospel was pre- 
sented to them in its simplicity and purity, and to conform to the will of God 
they had to obey it. 

Persons who, with their eyes open, enter upon matt bisl connections 
with aliens to the true faith, are in a very different situation. They place 
themselves in the category of those who are unequally yoked with a clear 
understanding of their positions. The results of such steps are, 80 far as we 
have observed, of a most disastrous, peace-destroying character. And those 
entering upon such a course can only reflect that their own perverse and un- 
wise conduct has been the cause of their discomfiture. 

We have known of young women in the Church endeavor to excuse them- 
selves in receiving addresses from individuals of the other sex not members 
of the community of Saints, on the ground that they were solicitous to wield 
an influence to induce them to obey the Gospel. This is generally in the 
nature of a subterfuge, put forth by the parties making it as an excuse for 
allowing their feelings to run away with their better judgments, Any way it 
is wrong to influence any person to identify himself with the Church, except 
with that influence which will encourage a love for the truth. Ifa person jom 
himself with the Saints from any other motive than because of a clear con-

When attended to in accordance with the 
revealed law of the Most High, and by the authority which He has restored 
to the earth, it is the “new and everlasting covenant,” and has effect in 
eternity as well as in time. The issue of such marriages also are thus, by 
birthright, legal heirs of the Kingdom. 
We might give a very formidable array of reasons for our advice to the 
‘youth of the Saints in the branches abroad delaying entering upon the 
marriage relation until they reach the home of the Saints, but the foregoing, 
set forth in plainness and simplicity, will probably be sufficient, for the pre- 
sent.
